Stance On 
The Mat 


(By i. P. WI WEBBER.) 
H® : do you “stand upon the 


The Rt is of first im- 
portance, because, if you are not 
well balanced and poised, delivery 
will be embarrassed. 

- There are two positiona and three 
recognised. stances. The. bowler 
may citner stand .squarely on the 
mat, directly facing’ the jack—the 
square position, or turn to face tne 
line that “his wood xan take—the 
oblique position. 

When playing on dull 
greens, where bias is at a 

-minimum, the square posi- 

tion may suffice, bul on fast 

and fiery greens the oblique 
position is pretty nearly ‘ 
essential, if one hopes to 
keep down the score of nar- 
row woods toa respectable 
limit. 

With this position, which I would 
strongly recommend for every pur-) g 
pose, there is leas likelihood of nar- 
Tow woods on the backhand, and a 
better estimate. of land can be ob- 
tained. - 

The three recognised stances are 
the upright, crouching, and kneeling 
stances, 

The upright, fracstentaa stance 
is the athletic one favoured by: the 
healthy and youthful bowler of: to- 
‘\day. The player stands surefooted 
and almost erect on the mat, hold-] 
ing his wood on a level with his 
or “sighting” it by 
raising it to his eyes. If right- 
handed, he steps forward with. his 
left ‘foot, simultaneously rising on 
the toes of his right foot and bend- 
ing both legs until his right hand 
-jis at the level of.the green. 

Then the wood is released, 
the swing of the arm and 
the forward body movement 
imparting the necessary im- 
petus. 

The crouch has numeroug modi- 
fications, The favoured attitude -is 
to place the toe of the right shoe on 
the mat with the heel raised and 
the left foot. at a convenient dis-
